They  do  not  want 
rich  ground  but  do  require  considerable  cultiva¬ 
tion  and  thorough  watering  once  a  week.  If  soil 
is  made  too  rich,  you  will  get  a  great  overgrown 
bush  with  small  flowers  and  not  many  of  them.
